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PREFACE. 


(A (SYHE late T. Whitcombe Greene was for a great many 
PAR years one of the keenest collectors of the beautiful series 
aC! of Renaissance Medals, Plaquettes and Coins, and the 
British Museum was enriched some years back by the munificent 
gift of his collection of Plaquettes, so that those included in this 
catalogue only represent a few specimens which came his way 
later, or were considered not good enough for the National 
collection. 


The most interesting portion in this catalogue is undoubtedly 
that represented by the Medals and Coins, and amongst the

An interesting side light on the collection is also afforded 
by the letters included in Lor 252 from Monsieur A. Armand 
exchanged with Mr. Greene during the compilation of the 
Author's well-known work on Italian Renaissance Medals.

NOTE. 


The Medals and Plaquettes are for the most part casts 
and in bronze, and in the cases where the Medals are struck, 
this has always been mentioned. It has not been thought 
necessary to indicate the cases where Medals have been pierced 
for suspension, as this applies practically without exception to 
all the Medals, but where Medal has been pierced more than 
once, this has been indicated. 


The condition of the specimens has been described as 
accurately as possible, having regard to the difficulty of so doing 
in this series, but the definitions “ fair,” “* fine ” and “ very fine” 
which have been used throughout, not only indicate the actual 
degree of preservation of the individual specimens, but also 
afford a guide to the date of the casting of the Medal itself, since 
later casts are in most cases either weak or rough, so that it 
would be impossible to describe them as “ very fine.” 


The illustrations are in every case the size of the original.
